During the darkness, operations are rendered 
difficult, owing to the reluctance of the opposing commanders to use search- 
lights, which might expose their position.

_ Aviators Discover Ambushed German Guns. 


The allies’ aviators apparently discovered today the placements of some 
big German guns, notwithstanding the cleverness with which they are hidden 
beneath an earthen covering, strewn with the branches of trees. The allies’ 
irtillery opened a concentrated fire on a certain portion of the line, and the 
heavy German artillery shortly afterward lapsed into silence at that spot, al- 
though it is not known whether they were rendered impotent or were merely

Ever since it became known that Rus- 
sia is making great headway fn Galicia 
the comment in Vienna newspapers has 
been guarded, the editorials dealing 
chiefly with the German campaign in 
Western Europe. The presence of 70,- 
000' Polish refugees from Galicia, how- 
ever, added to the constant arrival of 
train loads of wounded tends to offset 
this reticence.

Hun- 
dreds of arrests already have been 
made and many persons have been 
placed under more or less strict police 
surveillance.

Berlin Announces Beaumont Has

PARIS, Sept. 19, 2:45 p. m.—The official statement given out 
in Paris this afternoon says the French have advanced on the 
right bank of the Oise; that the Germans are bringing reinforce- 
ments from Lorraine to the River Aisne; that the enemy is holding 
firm on the center and that the army of the Canes Ce tee 
continues to retreat. 

The text of the statement is as follows: 

“‘First—On our left wing, on the right bank of the River 
Oise, in the direction of Noyon, we have advanced. We hold all 
the heights of the right bank of the Aisne, opposite an enemy who 
seems to be reinforcing himself by the bringing of troops from 
Lorraine. 

‘“Second—On the center, the Germans have not moved from 
the deep trenches constructed by them. On our right wing the 
army of the German Crown Prince continues its movements of 
retreat. Our advance in Lorraine is regular. 

‘‘Summing up, the two opposing armies, strongly entrenched, 
are delivering partial attacks along the entire front, without it 
being possible to record any decisive result for one side or the 
other.”’

Allies’ Task Almost Superhuman 


LONDON, Sept. 19.—If relianee can be placed on the British 
and French assertions that the right wing of the German armies, 
which stretch across Northeastern France, 1s slowly yielding, then 
the battle of the Aisne seems likely to follow the course of the bat- 
tle of the Marne, for there it was the German right which first 
fell back across the river. 

The Official Information Bureau today gave out the follow- 
ing statement regarding the situation in France: 

The situation remains unchanged. A counter attack 
against the first division, delivered during the night, was 
driven back. | 

‘‘The weather is bad and it is raining continvensly. 

Along the 150-mile front, the rear of which is searred with 
graves of thousands already saerificed, two armies, comprising 
millions of men, rapidly approaching exhaustion and standing iu 
trenches deep with water, await an opportunity to drive a wedge 
through the opposing line. Thus they hope to end the terrible 
strain which must last as long as Emperor William’s troops hold 
their now strongly entrenched positions, and as long as the allied 
forces can face the murderous hail of projectiles from the hidden 
batteries of their opponents. 

Superhuman Effort Required to Win. 

Both the British and the French realize and admit that it 

will take almost a superhuman effort to win, the. strength of the 


the front. 

Those in London closely following the war, base the ante? 
hope of the allies in a possible envelopment of the German righ. 
wing under Gen. von Kluck, who heretofore has shown himself & 
master of strategy. Renewed activity on the part of the allied eav- 
alry and a significant movement of allied troops to the north and 
west of the German line of communication, together with a pow 
sible advance of fresh allied troops from the northwest through 
Amiens, gives expression to these hopes. 

Eyewitnesss and the surgeons testify to a paradox on the 
modern battlefield—the recurring frequency of hand-to-hand fight- 
ing which so many military men predicted was a thing of the 
past. Bayonet wounds and other cumulative evidence, however, 
show that the soldiers have been engaged in a death grip during 
which they resorted to their side arms and in some cases to their 
hands. -

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—An official Bordeaux dispatch 
to the French embassy today says: 

“The battle continued on the whole front from the River Oise 
fo the River Woevre during the 18th, without any important 
change in the situation at any point. | 

‘At the left in the battle of the Oise, we occupied Menar- 
queglise, Carlepon and Cuts. On the heights to the north of the 
River Aisne we have advanced slightly in a few places. The at- 
tacks attempted by the Germans against the English army have 
been .checked at Troyon between Soissons and Craonne. From 
Craonne to Rheims we have repulsed the counter attacks execut- 
ed during the night. The enemy tried, but has not succeeded, in 
taking the offensive against Rheims. 

‘“At the center, from Rheims to the Argonne mountains, the 
enemy is reinforcing his situation by important fortifications and 
taking an attitude merely defensive. On the east of the Argonne 
and in the Woevre Valley the situation is unchanged.

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OFFICERS CAUSES 
HEAVY MORTALITY 


Leaders in Battle of Marne Sac- 
rificed Lives to Gain Ad- 
vantage in Charges. 


BL ARIS, Sept. 10-—The official commu- 
nications issued thus far have neglected 
the question of losses which, in a fight 
such as the battle of the Marne, Cov- 
ering a front of 130 miles, are almost 
impossible to estimate even approxi- 
mately. 

Some unofficial reports have placed 
the allies’ losses at 50,000, and those of 
the Germans at 100,000 in the series of 
engagements comprised in the great 
clash of arms. How near these figures 
are to the truth no one will know until 
the official figures are compiled. How- 
ever, the impression derived from indi- 
vidual accounts of wounded soldiers 
and from prisoners, the only unofficial 
sources of information at present, would 
indicate that these estimates are eon- 
servative. 


Officers Fight to the Death. 
The losses certainly are the greatest 


on record, and perhaps the proportion 
for the Germans is greater than two 
to one in dead at least. 

If the press bureau communications 
are silent on this subject, the order of 
the day for the army gives eloquent 
hints of sacrifices made to gain advan- 
tage and shows how murderous is mod- 
ern warfare and how regardless of per- 
sonal safety are the officers and men. 
The latest order, given out last night, 
is full of deeds of the greatest heroism 
and at the same time indicates what the 
cost was of the srecent successes and 
previous reverses. 

Lieut. Naquet of the Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry of reservists is among those men- 
tioned for bravery. Although wounded 
he continued the energetic direction of 
his company of which all the officers in 
his section had been killed or wounded.

FIELDOF SECOND 
DAY MARNE FIGHT 
PICTURE OF DEATH 


Many Bodies Still Unburied 
While Peasants Put Crosses 
on the Long Trenches. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 19.—Telegraphing 
from Sezanne, in the Department of 
Marne, 25 miles south of Epernay, the 
Times correspondent says: 

“The territory over which the second 
day’s battle of the Marne was fought 
is now a picture of devastation, abom- 
ination and death almost too awful. to 
describe. oe: 

“Even now many sons of the father- 
land are sleeping their last sleep in the 
open fields and in ditches where they 
fell, or under hedges where they 
crawled after being caught by a rifle 
bullet or pieces of shell, or where they 
sought shelter from the mad rushes of 
the French Tireurs who have not lost 
their natural dexterity with the knife 
and who at close quarters frequently 
throw away thetr rifles and fight hand- 
to-hand. 

The German prisoners are now being 
used on the battlefield in searchins for 
and burying their dead comrades. Over 
the greater part of the huge battlefield, 
there has now been buried at least those 
who died in open trenches in plateaus 
or on the high roads. 

The extensive forest area, however, 
has hardly been searched for bodies, 
although hundreds of both French and 
Germans must have sought refuge and 
died there. The difficulty of finding 
bodies is considerable on account of the 
undergrowth. 


150-Yard Burial Trenches. 
“Long lines of newly broken brown 


earth mark the graves of the victims. 
Some of these burial trenches are 150 
yards long. The dead are placed shoul- 
der to shoulder and often in layers. 
This gives some idea of the slaughter 
that took place in this battle. 

“The peasants, who are rapidly com- 
ing back to the, scene, are marking 
the grave trenches with crosses and 
planting flowers above or placing on 
them simple bouquets of dahlias, sun- 
flowers and roses, 

‘Some of the hottest fighting of the 
prolonged battle took place around the 
beautiful old chateau of Mondement on 
a hill, six miles east of Sezanne. This 
relic of the architectural art of Louis 
XIV, occupied a position which both 
sides regarded as strategically impor- 
tant. 

To the east it looked down into a 
great declivity in the shape of an im- 
mense Greek lamp with the: concealed 
marshes of Saint Sond at the bottom. 
Beyond are the downs and heaths of 
Kpernay, Rheims and Champagne, while 
the heights of Argonne stand out bold- 
ly in the distance. To the west is a 
rich agricultural country. 


Hot Fights for Ridge. 
“The possession of the ridge of Mon- 


dement was vital to either the attack- 
ers or the defenders. The conflict here 
was of furnace intensity for four days. 
The Germans drove the French out in a 
terrific assault and then the French 
guns were brought to bear, followed by 
hand-to-hand fighting on the gardens 
and lawns of the chateau and even 
through the breached walls. 

The French again held the buiiding 
for a few hours, only to retire before 
another determined German attack. On 
the fourth day they swept the Germans 
out again with shell fire, under which 
the walls of the chateau, although two 
or three feet thick, crumpled like pa- 
per.’’ 

The correspondent describes evidences 
on the battlefields of how magnificently 
the Germans are equipped in the matter 
of ammunition and war material. He 
saw pyramid after pyramid of shrapne! 
shells abandoned in the rout, likewise | 
innumerable paniers for carrying such 
ammunition. These paniers are care- 
fully constructed of wicker and hold 
three shells in exactly fitting tubes 
so there can be no movements. ‘ 

The villages of Oyes, Villanueve. 
Chatillon and Soisy-Aux-Sois were 
bombarded and destroyed. Some fan- 
tastic capers were played by the shells, 
such as blowing away half a house and 
leaving the other half intact; going 
through a window and out by the back 
wall without damaging the interior or 
going a few inches through the wall 
and remaining fast without exploding. 
Villaneuve, which was retaken three 
times is in ruing, including its fine old 


church.

My plan worked well, but it nearly put an end to the battle. Everybody, 
from Colonels to company cooks, produced pencils and post cards and seating 
themselves under haystacks began writing to loved ones at home. There was 
no one left to train the guns. 

I appointed my chauffeur assistant postmaster, and he collected enough 
letters to fill our automobile. The chauffeur read most of the post cards, but 
informed me found them disappointing, for instead of messages of senti- 
mental nature and tales of war, they ran chiefly to requests for socks and 


cigarettes. 
In return for carrying their mail, the soldiers presented me with many 


souvenirs of battle. One of them is the most grewsome weapons of war I 
have known to be issued to a civilized army. It is a German bayonet which 
is haif saw. 3 | 
Had Supposed Saw-Bayonet a Myth. 

When in London I was*asked by English officers if in Belgium I had 
seen these bayonets which, because they rip and tear the bone and flesh, are 
forbidden by the laws of war. I had not then seen them, nor did I believe 
they existed. I classed them with the other false charges, that are made in 
every war, of poisoned wells, dumdum bullets and firing on ambulances. Yet 
I saw three saw bayonets found in trenches that Germans had abandoned. 
The saw edge was not given by soldiers rasping one bayonet blade against 
another, but was machine made, and each bayonet bore the Government 
stamp, a number, an imperial crown and the word ‘‘Erfurt.’’ (The German 
city of Erfurt is the seat of a large manufactory of royal firearms.) 

Many people argue that if the object of war is to kill men, the way they 
are killed makes little difference. 

But civilized powers do not assent to that, and certain methods of war- 
fare and certain weapons are forbidden. The more merciful idea is to kill 
a man quickly and not mangle him, or even only to wound him and so keep 
him out of the firing line. The modern steel-jacketed bullet and short bay- 
onet blade are not vindictive. If they can send an opponent to the hos- 
pital for the remainder of the war, they are satisfied. But this saw bay- 
onet so tears the flesh that it cannot heal, and it splinters the bone. The 
blade is 18 inches long, and the upper half of the back is a saw with nine 
inches of teeth a quarter of an inch wide. I had it photographed and meas- 
ured and showed it to our military attache, Col. Cosby. It was a duplicate 
of the one he already had in his possession. 

Splendid Strategy of Retreat. Shown. 

Two assistant military attaches of our embassy, Lieutenant-Colonel H. 
T. Allen and Capt. Frank Parker, both of the Eleventh Cavalry, have just 
returned from an automobile trip over the battlefield where, from the eighth 
of September until the night of the eleventh, the French and Germans ‘were 
fiercely engaged. This battle was the one which assured, for the present, 
the safety of Paris. 

It will be remembered that during the week preceding, the English and 
French steadily withdrew in what then was considered a retreat made nec- 
essary by superior numbers. It is now known to have been splendid strategy. 

On the first of September the German left and center were separated, but 
like the letter V, were approaching each other, with Paris as their objective. 
Had the allies attacked at that time, they would have had to divide their 
forces in half,-and so weakened, to give battle to two armies. By retreating, 
they drew after them the two converging lines of the V, and on the eighth, 
when the Germans were in wedge-shaped formation, attacked them on the 
flank and center at Meaux and made the first attack at Sezanne. 

I saw the finish of the four days’ battle at Meaux which ended. with the 
Germans crossing the river Aisne and retreating to the hills north and west of 
Soissons. Allen and Parker saw tke end of the battle north of Sezganmne which 
resulted in the retreat of the Germans to Rheims, from which point they are 
still falling back. The battle Allen and Parker described was as follows: 


Guards Were to Lead March Into Paris. 

On the 8th the Germans advanced from a line stretching from Epernay 
and Chalons, a distance of 17 miles. In this front, counting from the German 
right, were the Tenth, the Guards, the Ninth and Twelfth Army Corps. The 
presence of the Guards, the corps de’elite of the Germany army, suggests that 
this was intended to be the main attack upon Paris and that the army at 
Meaux was to walk in the center with its bands playing. 

The four combined corps numbered over 200,000. The French met them, 
they claim, with 190,000. The Germans advanced until their left was at 
Vitry-le-Francois and their right rested at Sezanne, making a column 15 
miles long, headed west toward the l’'rench. The French butted the line six 
miles from Sezanne, in the forest of Fere Champenois. It was here that the 
greater part of the fight occurred. It was fighting at long ditsance with artil- 
lery, and from trench to trench with the bayonet. 

During the four days in which fortune rested first on one flag and then 
on another, 30,000 men of both armies were entirely wiped off the map. Two 
miles from Sezanne, by an ambush, a French regiment was destroyed. The 
Germans had thrown up conspicuous trenches, and with decoys sparsely 
filled them. From the forest in the rear the mitrailleuse was trained on the 
French. The French infantry charged the trench, and the decoys fled, making 
towards the flanks, and as the French poured over the trenches the hidden 


guns swept them. 
German Guards Stand Fast, Die by Bayonet. 

In anbdther trench, our attaches counted the bodies of over 900 German 
Guards, not one of whom had attempted to retreat. They had stood fast 
with their shoulders against the parapet and taken the cold steel. Every- 
where the loss of life was appalling. In places the dead lay across each other, 
three and four deep. : 

The fiercest fighting of all seems to have been waged by the Turcos and 
Sengalese. In trenches taken by them from Guards and the famous Deaths 
Head Hussars, the Germans showed no bullet wounds. In almost every 
attack, the men from the desert had flung themselves upon the enemy, us- 
ing only the butt or bayonet. 

Man for man, no white man, drugged for years with meat and aleohol, is 
a physical match for one of these Turcos, who eat dates and drink water. 
Thev are lean as stagved wolves. They move like panthers. They are muscle 
and nerves, and they have the comforting belief that to diq killing a Chris- 
tian sends them straight to the seventh heaven. As Kipling says, ‘‘A man 
who has a sneaking desire to live has a poor chance against one who is in- 
different whether he kills you or you kill him.’’ 

The French are almost invariably using these black men to lead the 
charges. Some think this shows they do not value their black brothers. On 
the contrary, they so use him because they know that, in help-yourself 
fighting, few white men care to face him.

LONDON, Sept. 19.—The Dailly Tele- 
graph’s Rome correspondent says he 
learns from an authentic source that 
eight German army corps (320,000 men) 
have left France and Belgium for the 

Russian frontier. 

A dispatch to the Exchange Telegrapa 
Co. says: “Dispatches from Vienne 
states that the Austrians on Friday 
fortified an extended new defensive 
front, which will reach Cracow. Gen. 
Bovcerigz will command the right wing, 
with his center resting at Przemysl, the 
center will be commanded by Gen. von 
Auffenberg, with Tarnow as his base, 
and the left wing will be commanded by 
Gen. Dank], with the Germans support- 
ing his extreme left. 

“The entire Russian left wing, under 
command of Generals Ruszky and 
Bruasitoff, is expected momentarily to 
begin an attack. The initial assault 
is expected against Pryzemysl.” 

One report reaching London from Gal- 
icia declares that the Austrian cavalry 
fias been entirely wiped out. This may 
account for the fortification of the Aus- 
trian line instead of its continued re- 
treat toward Cracow. 

From many points in the dual mon- 
archy come disquieting reports. Pola. 
the naval base on the Adriatic, is said 
to be in revolt, while the people of 
Vienna, refusing longer to have their 
attention diverted towards the west 
are demanding news of the situation in 
Galicia, from which district hords of 
refugees, Poles and wounded Austrian 
soldiers, are pouring into the capital 
daily. Violent scenes outside the Min- 
istry of Wear Building at Vienna are 
reported. 


Sept. 19.—According to dispatches from 
the war area in East Prussia, the Ger- 
mans, during the latest batfle there, 
developed a navy on the Mazurian 
Lakes by requisitioning a small plea- 
sure steamer, which was provided with 
field pieces and machine guns and 
manned by infantry. It served prinei- 
pally ag a means of communication be- 
tween the right and left wing of the 
army.

BERLIN, Sept. 19, via Rotterdam and 
London.—Members of the general staft

The French army, according to the 
night bulletin, is showing signs of hav- 
tng shot its bolt and has fought itself 
to a standstill, being unable to fill its 
Gepleted ranks like the Germans. The 
Germans, according to last night's bul- 
tetin, are slowly but surely gaining 
ground in the center. 

The headquarters announcements still 

no definite information regarding 
iy position of the battle line, content- 
fme themselves with speaking of it gen- 
erally as located between the Olse and 
Reuse rivers, but not mentioning what 
part of this large region the Germans 
eccupy. 

Tieut. Wercer von Baeulfeu, one of the 
best-known German aviators, has been 
ikilled. He was mortally wounded while 
reconnoitering a hostile position on 
Sept. 4, but clung to the steering gear 
wntil he and his observer had safely 
landed within the German lines. He 
then collapsed. As a result of the trip 
the observer was able to deliver a valu- 
e@ble report.

Within an hour he and his niece were 
on their way to Paris. 


Maj. Stivers was born in Brooklyn, 
O., and distinguished himself in the 
Civil War.

WILSON NOT 10 
ASK ALLIES FOR 
TERIIS OF PEACE 


President Believes Neutrality 
Does Not Permit Him to Press 
Any Power. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—The in- 
formal peace movement, begun about 
a fortnight ago, was today at a stand- 
still. 

President Wilson had not forwarded 
to any American Ambassadors abroad 
the message received from Ambassador 
Gerard, giving the record of his con- 
versation with the German Imperial 
Chancellor. 

While Ambassador Gerard reported the 
Imperial Chancellor as having said that 
it was ‘‘up to’’ the United States to ob- 
tain a statement of peace terms from 
the allies, the President does not con- 
strue the informal suggestion as request- 
ing the United States to undertake 
such a task. Until a specific request 
comes in a formal way, it is unlikely 
that the American Government will en- 
deavor to sound the allies on peace 
terms. 

None of the Ambassadors here, repre- 
senting the allies or Germany or Aus- 
tria, has been approached by the Amer- 
ican Government as a result of Gerard’s 
message. While well-informed observ- 
ers thought the President had abandoned 
the idea of pressing the Powers for a 
statement of peace terms, it was con- 
sidered possible that the question was 
merely being held itn abeyance until the 
return of Secretary Bryan from a week- 
end in the country. 


Not to Press Powers. 
The prevailing belief, however, was 


that the President had decided to await 
a definite and spontaneous expression 
from some of the belligerents, believing 
that it would be inconsistent with Amer- 
ican neutrality to press any one of them 
to make overtures to the others. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, British Ambas- 
sador, inquired by cable of Sir Edward 
Grey, British Foreign Secretary, wheth- 
er any proposal of peace was before the 
British Government. Sir Edward’s reply 
was that Great Britain had received no 
proposal for peace, either direct or In- 
direct, from Germany or Austria, and 
therefore had nothing to say on the sub- 
ject. 

The British Ambassador and Jules 
Jusserand, French Ambassador, were at 
the State Department yesterday, in con- 
ference with Counselor Robert Lansing, 
acting Secretary of State in Secretary 
Bryan's absence. ‘ 

The French Keabanendior made only 
casual inquiry as to the correctness of 
two newspaper reports, one giving a list 
vf prerequisites and conditions under 
which Germany was supposed to have 
informed the United States of a will- 
ingness to make peace, and the other 
giving the substance of a conversation 
between Ambassador Gerard, at Berlin, 
and the Imperial Chancellor. He learned 
that the latter report was correct, but 
rmiade no comment. The Belgian Minis: 
ter had also inquired about me reports.

‘solute unanimity of opinion among all 
the races and creeds that make up the 
British empire, or such unalterable fix- 
ity of purpose as now exists in the de- 
termination that we shall fight to our

Still they swarmed on towards us 
and then my friend received a bad 
wound. I turned to my work again, 
continuing to shoot slowly. Then I rose 
a little too high on my shoulder. Do 
you know what it is like to be wound- 
ed? A little sting pierced my arm like 
e hot wire, too sharp almost to be sore. 
and my rifle fell from me. I looked at 
my friend then, and he was dead.’ ”’ 


Germans in Forest. 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily 
Mail, describing the great battle, says. 

‘The Germans have held their ground 
three days, their heaviest guns hidden 
in the woods, and the French artillery 
has not obtained a mastery of fire over 
them. 

“The German infantry is entrenched 
along the edges of woods, in which the 
batteries are concealed. It is being at- 
tacked alternately by artillery fire and 
by infantry assaults, the French charges 
being driven home right into the heart 
of the woods. 

“At night the Germans make counter 
attacks, but these have always been re- 
pulsed. 

“The stronghold of the German posi- 
tion is the height of Nogent Il’ Abbesse, 
three miles due east of Rheims. There 
the Germans occupy the site of what 
used to be the forts of Rheims, and 
from there they are bombarding the 
town of Rheims, which was on fire in 
eight differént places at 4 o'clock this 
(Thursday) afternoon when I came down 
from the tower of the cathedral, from 
which I had been watching the fierce 
battle since morning.”’ 

“Ding-Dong” Fighting. 

“A comprehensive account of the five 
days’ battle on the Aisne River, which 
he described as the fiercest in the west- 
ern theater since the beginning of the 
war, was given by a French officer whvu 
arrived in Paris today. 

‘**On the morning of the fourteenth,’ 
the officer said, ‘the Germans called a 
halt, but by afternoon the battle had 
become geneéral. All tie next day the 
battle was of a ding-dong nature, the 
Germans evidently waiting reinforce- 
ments. During the night, however, they 
delivered a furious attack on the ex- 
treme left, but the British and French 
troops gallantly met the onslaught, re- 
pulsing the Germans no fewer than ten 
times, with fearful losses. 

“ ‘The Germans still came on, how- 
ever, seeking to pierce the French line. 
There had been nothing like it since the 
beginning of the campaign. The enemy 
hurled dense masses of troops at us, n 
a supreme endeavor to check our for- 
ward movement, but when dawn came 
we still held the pcsition, and even had 
gained ground slightly. 

“ ‘The artillery duel was continued 
throughout the next day. The morning 
of the seventeenth again saw desperate 
fighting. This time we threw the Ger- 
mans back some ten kilometers (seven 
miles), capturing 600 men and a lot of 
mnitrailleuses.’ ”’

Germans in French Uniforms 
Try to Blow Up Railway Bridge 
LONDON, Sept. 19.—The Dieppe cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail has sent 

the following dispatch: 

“On Friday a party of Germans made 
a daring attempt to blow up the railway 
bridge at Bissel, eight miles south of 
Rouen, and thus sever communication 
between Dieppe, Havre, Rouen and 
Paris. 

‘The members of the party were dis- 
guised in French officers’ tniforms, 
taken from prisoners, and were provided 
with prisoners’ identification papers. 
Their behavior, however, had excited 
suspicion. An attempt to stop them re- 
sulted in an exchange of revolver shots, 
three gendarmes being shot.

(In reality 
Nichailowsk is a small village with W/ 
inhabitants, where the Austrian troops 
had erected .provisional field trenches.) 

“The reports spoke of 6W Austrian field 
guns and 1000 heavy guns captured. 
(Nobody knows the whereabouts of these 
mythical 1000 heavy guns, as no Austrian 
fortress had been taken.) Then again, 
‘the backbone of the Austrian army in 
Galicia was utterly broken after the fall 
of Lemberg, it practically no longer ex- 
isted, so that the dreaded Cossacks had 
the choice between a rush to Budapest 
to join hands with the Serbs and the an- 
nounced onslaught to Berlin via Bres- 
lau.’ 

‘‘Some days later we hear from Vienna 
that the Austrian troops made a firm 
stand in Grodek, southwest of Letn- 
berg, and after a five days’ battle too 
10,000 Russian prisoners and captured 
many guns. 


Denies Generals Were Trapped. 
“St. Petersburg cables that the two 


Austrian Generals, Dank! and Auffen- 
berg, are entrapped between the fort- 
ress of Przemysl and Cracow and that 
their surrender is shortly expected (evi- 
dently by the reporter alone). 

‘‘What in reality happened is this: The 
Austro-Hungarian troops had from the 
beginning *o wage in eastern Galicia a 
defensive war ageirst great odds. Aft- 
er repeated engagements they fell bac« 
on their strong line of defense under the 
protection of the first-class fortress of 
Przemysl. The advance of our northern 
and central army tc Lublin and to the 
river Bvg, although finally checked and 
repulsed, achieved its end to arrest the 
progress of a huge Russian army in the 
direction of Thorn and Breslau and to 
relieve the enormous pressure brought 
tv bear by RennenkKkampff's army on 
two or three German army corps left to 
defend Eastern Prussta. Here the Rus- 
sian invasion recently resulted in defeat 
and disaster. 

‘‘As to the central Russian army, 
with the fortress. of Brest-Litowsk to 
lean upon its onslaught on the Prus- 
sian provinces of Silesia and Posen is far 
from imminent, as the Polish territory 
on the left bank of the Vistula occu- 
pied by German troops must be first 
conquered. The only tangible result of 
the Russian victories announced to the 
world with the eloquence of mounte- 
banks, is the occupation of Eastern Ga- 
licia, a flat, open country without any 
strategical position, which had to be 
given up to the enemy, as everybody 
in Austria. 

41,000 Russirc-« Captured. 

“The general staff f tle dual mon- 
archy, on the other hand, announced, 
as a result of four weeks’ fighting, the 
capture of 41,000 Russian prisoners and 
of 300 guns, figurep which prima facie 
bear the color of truth. 

“The news coming especially from 
Rome (often in the shape of fictitious 
cables from St. Petersburg), insist upon 
the outbreak of panic and prevalence of 
famine in Vienna. Both tales are abso- 
lutely false and of pure fiction. As to 
the panic, there is not the slightest rea- 
son for it and nobody is frightened by 
the Cossacks, notwithstanding the pic- 
turesque and melodramatic element in 
the reports of newspapermen not al- 
lowed at the front. Conditions are nor- 
mal in the Austrian capital, where the 
imperial opera opened on the first of 
Heptember.

Solitary soldiers guard 
the railroad stations, bridges and tun- 
nels, but bodies of troops, even in smail 
numbers, are. seen rarely, all having 
gone to the front. Red Cross stations 
have been set up at the principal de- 
pots and stretchers are ready to receive 
the wounded. 

The weill-meant hospitality’of the pub- 
lic in supplying traveling soldiers with 
delicacies has had an unfortunate effect 
o*) the peasant soldiers. Unaccustomed 


to such fare they consume it greedily 


and become very ill as a consequence. 

The question of caring for the unem- 
ployed is assuming serious proportions, 
especially in Vienna and Budapest. 
Many hundreds have been given work 
constructing fortifications along the 
Danube in thé neighborhood of Vienna. 
Hundreds more have been sent from 
towns into the country to work In the 
fields, 

Peasants Exploiting the State. 

The Austrian peasants are showing 
great ingenuity in exploiting the State. 
They refuse to pay wages to workers 
fiom the city and feel them miserably, 
for which they claim a dollar a day 
from the state for each worker. The 
Government declines, however, to yield 
to» such exorbitant demands. 

In Vienna funds are being raised pri- 
vately to feed the unemployed, but the 
demands of the public are fast Becom- 
ing intolerable since, besides the wun- 
employed, the city is crowded with 
Galician refugees. 

Apart from a certain seriousness ex- 
hibited among thinking people, life in 
Vienna pursues much the same course aa 
before the war. Cafes are filled and 
some of the theaters are open. The 
Imperial Court Opera and the Court 
Theater will be opened soon for per- 
formances four times a week, the actors 
having finally agreed to accept reduced: 
salaries for four months. 

Over half the street railway employes 
have been called into the army and as a 
censequence the service has been re- 
duced. Nine hundred new men have 
been ngaged, but some time must elapse 
before they will be competent to run the 
cars. 

Policemen Join the Army. 

Many policemen also have rejoined the 
army, but the city is perfectly orderty. 
So far there have been no demofnstra- 
tions against the citizens of hostile coun- 
Ties and there is no longer any ne- 
cessity for guarding the British and 
French embassies. . 

Prices are not much above normal, 
although an advance which is reported 
in the wholesale prices of wheat, barley 
and rye must soon affect the cost of 
flour and bread. The price of petroleum 
is considerably higher. Many refineries 
have closed and boring operations have 
ceased. Exports of Galician oil to Ger- 
many have increased because American 
oil is no longer arriving in the usual 
quantities.

Bankers Say Such Payments Will Greatly Aid

Sum for City Debts. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—The bank- 
ers’ plan for a $190,000,000 gold fund to 
meet American obligations to Europe 
wes approved today by the Federal 
Reeerve Board. 

The proposed fund will be in addi- 
tion to the $100,000,000 which the New 
York bankers syndicate will get together 
to meet the city’s obligations abroad. 

It is thought $25,000,000 will be asked 
for immediately, the board being con- 
fident that sum will be enough to meet 
ali demands. Requests to subscribe will 
be sent to national banks all over the 
country and gold will be deposited in the 
Ottawa branch of the Bank of England. 

Members of the board and bankers 
were agreed that while possibly only a 
small part of the fund will be actually 
needed or transferred to foreign cred- 
itors, the moral effect upon the business 
world will be marked. 


They were in accord that the world 
should be given notice that the United 
States is able and willing to pay: its 
obligations in gold. The effect not only 
in Europe but in the United States, in 
the opinion of those in the conference, 
may be decidedly good and probably 
will lead to a betterment in financia! 
conditions. 


About the only point of difference to- 
day between the bankers and the board 
was as to how the banks shall be asked 
tu make their contributions. The bank-

The accountants found that the aver- 
age cxpenditure for stamps was $145.i2 
a month during the three yvears rrior 
to Lowry becoming cashier, whiie dur- 
ing the 40 months that Lowry was 
cashier it average $293.30. 

The accountants also found, their 
reports states, that there had been 
duplication of entries for payrolls, 
postage, traveling expenses, etc., not 
substantiated by vouchers or other 
evidence aggregating $2505.10. The 
method, they say, was to juggle the 
accounts between the cash book and 
The irregularities found 
in the books covered the period from 
April, 1913, to Aug. 11, this year. 

Lowry has been employed by the 
firm seven years. His salary was $140 
a month. He is 41 years old and has a 
wife and two children. His father is a 
clergyman at Little Rock, Ark.

PACIFIC SCHOONER

Wireless Message Without Signa- 
ture Says Vessel Is Lost 
south of Astoria. 


ASTORIA, Ore., Sept. 19.—Two surviv- 
ors of the steam schooner Francis H. 
Leggett were picked up about twenty 
miles south of the Columbia River’ 
mouth, according to a wireless message 
received here today. The wireless stat- 
ed that two steamers were standing by 
the place where the schooner went down 
last night. The only sign of the ves- 
sel was bits of wreckage. 

The wireless came from the San 
Francisco and Portland Steamship Co. 
steamer, Beaver. The Beaver did not 
mention the names of the two vessels 
which it left standing by the scene of 
the wreck, but one is supposed to be 
& cruiser. 

Reports last night said the Leggett 
sank about sixty miles south of the Co- 
lumbia. This cepnflicts with the Beav- 
er’s message that two survivors had 
been picked up about twenty miles 
south of the Columbia. 

The Leggett carried 37 passengers and 
a crew of 25. She sailed from Portland, 
Sept. 12, for Hoquiam, Wash., to load 
lumber for California. She left Ho- 
quiam last Thursday morning. 

First news of the sinking of the Leg- 
gett was received at the Telegraph Hill 
wireless station last night from a for- 
eign cruiser, which did not give her 
name. The wireless message stated that 
the Leggett sank yesterday, 60 miles 
south of the Columbia River. The war- 
ship reported that the S O S call was 
received at 3:15 p. m. No S O §S call 
was picked up by any of the land sta- 
tions.

The police say Dreste would go to a 
truck farmer, purchase a small amount 
of vegetables and tender the bogus $20 
bill in payment. With the change, 
Dreste would go elsewhere and buy the 
balance of his stock for the day. 


Freeman Barton of Monk’s Mound, 
lll., sold Dreste $3 worth of vegetables 
several weeks ago and after he had 
given his customer $17 in exchange for 
the bogus bill he detected a fraud. 

John Mergelkamp of Jefferson Bar- 
racks sold Dreste 75 cents worth of 
tomatoes and gave him $19.% in change 
for a bogus $20 bill. 

Dreste was identified by Charles Peter- 
anon of Wellston as the man who tepn- 
dered 4 $20 bill in payment for a $1 box 
cf tomatoes. Peterson gave Dreste 
$19 and he did not learn he was de- 
frauded until he counted His money 
when he returned to his home. 

Mrs. Germaine Ray of Florissant, Mo., 
gave Dreste $19.10 in change after 
Dreste had bought half a peck of but- 
terbeans. : 

Dreste, who is 27 years old, has been 
married three years and has a daughter 
17 months old. He is being held for the 
United States authorities.

ROOSEVELT SAYS 


Quotes Mr. Dooley as Saying He 
Lived Before Days of Open 
Plumbing. 


By Associated Press. 

WICHITA, Kan., Sept. 19.—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, reaching here today 
from 8t. Louis, planned to begin a 
rapid tour through Kansas in the in- 
terest of the Progressive party. 

Three addresses were on his Kansas 
schedule, one here today, another in 
Hutchinson tonight and a third in Kan- 
sas City, Kan., Monday night. Furthe 
speeches in the State have been forbid- 
den by the Colonel's physician. From 
Kansas City Roosevelt will go to Lin- 
coln, Neb., to speak. 

It was planned to ask Roosevelt to 
make short speeches in several of the 
towns through which the special carry- 
ing the party was to pass, but it was 
believed these requests would be re- 
fused. 

In his speech before tne State meeting 
of Progressives here, Col. Roosevelt dis- 
cussed problems of capital and labor, 
and talked of the Colorado mine strike, 
as showing the failure of the State an4 
national Governments to enact and en- 
force effective laws, and of the New 
Haven railroad scandal, as an example 
of capital gone wrong, in the absence 
of proper governmental control. 

Business, he asserted, is entitled to 
its profits, and we must learn to accept 
the principle of combinations of capital 
as of the highest economic value. But 
this acceptance, he insisted, must carry 
with it a fair share of the profit to the 
employe. The industrial situation has 
greatly changed in the last % years, 
re said, for whereas at the beginning 
ot the period mentioned only about % 
per cent of the people were employes, at 
tris time, he saia, half of them live on 
their wages. He quoted “Mr. Dooley” 
in fllustration. “Jefferson was a good 
man,” said Dooley, “‘but he lived before 
the days of open peumbing.” 


Roosevelt a 20-Minute Visitor in St. 
. Leuls at Union Station. 
Between trains, Col. Theodore Roose- 


velt spent 20 minutes in St. Louis yes- 
terday evening. The Colonel did not 
leave the station. Arriving on a Penn- 
sylvania train at 5:50 p. m., he went 
immediately to his stateroom on a Mis- 
souri Pacific train, leaving at 6:10 p. m., 
and, with the exception of a few min- 
utes spent in shaking hands with the 
crowd, remained there. 

About a thousand persons assembled 
at the station to see Col. Roosevelt. 
Chairman Julian M. Gibson of the Pro- 
gressive City Committee, Election Com- 
missioner Joseph A. Wright, former 
Postmaster Frank Wyman, the Rev. 
John L. Brandt and members of the 
party organization and candidates for 
city offices led in a demonstration. 

Col. Roosevelt declined to give any in- 
terviews. He was on his way to Wich- 
ita to make a speech. From there he 
will go to other points in Kansas and 
then tour Nebraska, Iowa and Illinois, 
returning to St. Louis next Friday night 
for a speech. 

Col. Roosevelt still shows the effects 
of the jungle fever with which he was 
stricken while exploring the River of 
Douwbt in South America. He is far 
from being robust, and his complexion 
has not yet regained its ruddiness. 

Arrangements are being made by the 


reception on his return next Friday 
night. He will speak in East St. Louis 
at 8 a. m. and will go to the Armory, 
at Grand avenue and Market street, at 
9 p. m. for a speech.

peared. It is an undertaking wholly 
unique in this country and seems des- 
tined to place the fame of the author 
on a higher pedestal than it has yet oc- 
cupied. It is nothing less than an ef- 
fort to present in a pleasing and non- 
technical manner the important facis 
of every ‘notable tnmal that has taken 
place under the criminal code in the 
United States, from the early witch- 
craft cases to the present time. 


In form it is entirely different from 
the usual “reports’’ of law cases. The 
“reports’’ are designed only for the lax - 
yer and concern themselves with the 
elucidation of points at law. Lawson's 
narratives are intended for the layman 
as well as the lawyer. They contain 
not only the indictments, abstracts of 
the important testimony, the court’s in- 
structions, but a brief summary of the 
case and often the orations of the at- 
torneys as well. The arguments of some 
of the most distinguished lawyers the 
country has ever known should alone 
form a valuable contribution to our lit- 
erature, for in them often are to be 
found the finest diction, the keenest 
reasoning, the minutest subtleties of ii- 
vective and persuasion. 


Arranged in this manner, the cases 
not only bring up almovust forgotten 
tragedies that at times have stirred 
the whole country, but they resurrect 
some of the country’s greatest advo- 
cates. In one instance they present 
Aaron Burr and Alexander Namilton 
side by side in the same case. In an- 
other they present the brilliant Sergeart 
S. Prentiss of Mississippi and the no 
less distinguished Benjamin Hardin of 
Kentucky engaged in a forensic duel 
the stake of which Is the lives of prom- 
inent men, 


Many a quaint old case illuminating 
the lives of our forefathers has been 
dug up for the work. There are stories 
of men hanged because they were sup- 
posed to be witches, and of other men 
hanged because they were suspected of 
being Roman Catholics and in a plot ‘o 
start a servile insurrection. There are 
stories of other men put to death for 
burning an old house, stories of dis- 
asters and tragedies on the seas. There 
is one instance in which a brilliant law- 
yer defends the dueling code on the 
grounds that it is a peacemaker, and 
another lawyer declares a self-respect- 
ing man is justified in killing another 
who has struck him with a cowhide. 


Judge Lawson has been 14 years col- 
lecting material for the work. In its 
compilation he dij not rely upon formal 
court repurts but got hold of newspaper 
files and pamphlets wherever they could 
be obtained. He las had the co-opera- 
tion of all the librarians of the country 
and hundreds of lawyers have contrib- 
uted material. The library of Congress 
has been thrown cpen to him. William 
K. Bixby of St. Levis, to whom the first 
volume is dedicated, has supported him 
both with money and influence. 


The first volumas are redolent of that 
dignified trbanity for which the author’s 
other writings are noted. No dramatic 
situation is allowed to fail because of 
proper handling, end there are fleeting 
glimpses ot a humor which is all the 
more delightful for being repressed. 
Judge Lawson’s attainments appear to 
qualify him particularly for the under- 
taking. For many years he has been 
professor and, at times, dean, in the law 
echool of Missouri University. A recital 
of the important organizations in his 
profession in which he has taken part 
would be wearisome. It is sufficient to 
say that when the American Institute of 
Criminal Law and Criminology decided 
to send an investigator abroad to studv 
foreign codes and suggest reforms in our 
own, Lawson was chosen for the task. 
His previous books have been many.

OW it is “The Call of the East” 
that has come to join Buck's 
“Call of the Cumberland” and 

Van Leer’s “Call of the Hills,” com- 
pleting a very acceptable trinity of 
calls. The particular Hast that calls 
now is Formosa. Its call is to the men 
of the West who plant the outposts of 
the West in the ports of the East—Con- 
suls, military and naval officers, mer- 
chants and missionaries who force the 
ideas and ideals of the West upon the 
impassive and reluctant East.

Good Work of Lumberman’s Exchange. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. | 

The writer was surprised to see in the 
Post-Dispatch an editorial on an article in the 
St. Louis Lumberman entitled, “Our Rate-In- 
creasing Ratlroads,” ending with a suggestion 
that the lumber interests of St. Louts needed 4s 
club with fighting spirit which would be the 
only thing that would bring helpful rogults. 

The writer of the article in the St. Louis Lum- 
berman and also the Post-Dispatch are no dovbdt 
not aware that there is a powerful intercst work- 
ing in behalf of the lumbermen of this city and 
gvarding their interests in the matter of freigh* 
rates on lumber both to and frem St. Louis. 
This, the St. Louls Lumbermen'’s Exchange, com- 
posed of the principal lumbermen of this city, 
who, through its Traffic Committee, are warding 
off every attempted burden which the ratlroads 
entering St. Louis attempt to place and making 
the railroads fight hard for every penuy of ad- 
vance {7 the lumber rates to St. Louis. In the 
last few years an advance of only 1 cent has 
been made in the lumber rates from the South- 
west to St. Louis. Previous to 1911 the South- 
western lines published a rate to St. Louls from 
the Southwestern lumber producing territory of 
18 cents and to East St. Louis a rate of 19% 
cents. In this vear these carriers increased the 
rate to St. Louis to 19 cents and lowered the rate 
to Bast St. Louis to 19c. In doing this these 
carriers placed St. Louis and Fast St. Louis on 
the same basis and also granted certain conces- 
sions in their absorption of switching in’ St 
Louis. The main object in placing St. Louis and 
East St. Louis on the same basis was on account 
ef the fact that the traffic of some of the carriers 
meved into St. Louis via East St. Louis, thus 
placing East St. Louls intermediate to St. Louis 
with higher rate. The Lumbermen’s Exchange 
of St. Louls contested this advance in the case 
known as “Lumbermen’'s Exchange of St. Louis 
ve. Anderson & Saline River Railrosd et al,” 
but the commission granted the carriers the con- 
tinuance of these advanced rates. Since that 
time these carriers have not been able to obtain 
anether advance to st. Louis in their lumber 
rates. 

About two years ago these same carriers pub- 
lished increased hardwood lumber rates from 
this territory to St. Louls with a proposed ef- 
fective date of Dec. 1, 1912 These advanced 
rates were immediately suspended by the Lum- 
bermen’s Exchange and are still under investiga- 
tion by the commission under I. and 8, Docket 
No. 184. The hearing in this investigation was 
held at the Jefferson Hotel during the week of 
June 1 to 6, and is said to be one of the hardest 
fought and most enthusiastically attended hear- 
ings ever held before the commission, As stated 
above, although this advance was proposed two 
years ago the commission has not yet granted 
' this tnerease and judging from the records in 
this case this increase will not be granted. The 
Tumbermen’s Exchange has not overlooked tho 
increase proposed for Oct. 1, but has filed pro- 
test with the commission fo 
tariffs and has received a wiedgment from 
the commission of the receipt of this protest. 

The policy of the Traffic Committee of the 
Lambermen’s Hxchange has always been to work 
in the interest of the St. Louls lumbermen with- 
out sdunding any trumpets with a view of pub- 
Hetty; and in behalf of the Business Men's 
League we wish to say that that association has 
joined the Lumbermen’s Exchange in their re- 
quest for the suspension of these advanced rates

Chancellors, Prime Ministers, Ambassadors and 
even a Kaiser who formerly disdained appeals to 
the world’s judgment are now discussing in the 
hearing of the whole world certain phases of the 
world problem. 

Into this transoceanic discussion President Wil- 

son has wisely introduced the topic of peace, the 
problem of peacemaking, at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Through informal and open ex- 
changes something definite in the way of terms 
may be obtained as a working basis of negotia- 
tion. But, however remote may be the con- 
clusion, the splendid result has already been 
attained of invoking world opinion and forcing 
Kings to discuss their ambitions and purposes 
in the presence of the masses, who wil) eventu- 
ally decide their several, fates—and the only 
power which can enforce world peace. 
Under the conditions of publicity, the war is, 
however costly, a world-wide campaign of politi- 
eal education.

! LAX COUNTY LAW ENFORCEMENT. 

We sympathise with the strong indignation ex- 
pressed in Clayton today over the leniency shown 
Beverly ©. Stevens by the St. Louis County offi- 
cials, headed by Prosecuting Attorney Lashly. 
This has nothing to do with the question of 
Stevens’ guflt or innocence. 

Yesterday, instead of proceeding against Stev- 
ens in an orderly, vigorous way, the officials 
spent most of the day painstakingly adjusting the 
processes of the law to Mr. Stevens’ convenience. 
Instead of allowing a warrant promptly to issne 
and arresting and taking into custody this man 
who is charged with embezzlement, the obliging 
officials, by careful prearrangement, recefved Mr. 
Stevens at a trust company, where the reading of 
the warrant and the arrangement of his bond, with 
sureties, were simultaneous. 

Instead of bringing Mr. Stevens to the law, the 
officials brought the law to Mr. Stevens. Mra. 
Hanpeter, the complaining witness, who is 70 
years old, was kept waiting in Prosecutor Lash- 
ley’s office from 9 o'clock in the morning until 
12, before she was permitted to swear out the 
warrant. At 1 o'clock, Justice Werremeyer de- 
nied to a Post-Dispatch reporter that he had is- 
sued a warrant. At 1:30 he said the warrant had 
been sent to the Sheriff's office. At the Sheriff's 
office it was denied that the warrant had been sent 
there. But Justice Werremeyer intimated to re- 
porters that there would be “something doing” 
about 4:30. At that hour the Justice ‘went in 
person to the office of the trust company, where 
Mr. Stevens had preceded him in his automo- 
bile. There also had repaired Prosecutor Lash- 
ly, his assistant, Mr. Chappell, and Constable 
Bruno. There the precious formalities were ar- 
ranged—an arrest de luxe.

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ST. LOUIS’ CHAMPS ELYSESBS. 
Approval by the Real Estate Exchange of the 
central parkway plan ineures further important 
support for the project which is to give St. Louis 
a Champs Elysees running north of Market street 
from Twelfth street to Grand avenue. 

The municipal authorities have promised that 
the details of the project will be ready to submit 
to the Municipal Assembly by Sept. 29. Prompt, 
speedy action in the matter would not only exem- 
plify the expedition in city business made possible 
under the new charter, but would give employ- 
ment at a comparatively early date for a large 
number of men.
